THE  OUTLIVING  OF  THE  Hi  LIVING 
CHRIST 

Geo.  C.  Monroe. 

The  Scripture  text  is  found  in  Galatians 
_>  v A,  iTu-  itied  with  Christ  neverthe- 
less 1 live : yet  not  I.  but  Christ  l veth  in  me 
and  tjii  life  which  I- now  live  in  the  flesh  I 
live  by  the  faith  of  the  Son  of  Gcd,  who  lov- 
ed me  and  gave  Himself  for  me."  And  this 
is  the  theme.  “The  outliving  of  he  inliving 
Christ” 

In  this  address  it  is  my  purpoas  to  do  two 
things — first,  to  call  attention  1o  the  New 
Testament  teaching  of  the  indwelling  Christ 
in  every  believer-,  and,  second,  tcj  show  some 
of  the  rieh  results  of  such  a life  when  given 
adequate  interpretation  in  all  airs  of  the 
kingdom. 

I rejoice  that  I have  to  prcac  i a “Christ 
that  diad,  yea!  rather  that  is  risen  again. 

But  1 do  not  stop  there — l prejeh  a Christ 
who  is  in  us,  dwelling  in  our  hearts  by  faith, 
if  we  be  His  children  at  all.  Ai  d the  asser- 
tion is  hereby  ventured  that  if  the  l’auliue 
idea  of  the  text  were  genera  ly  accepted 
among  the  lord's  people,  and  g ven  in  their 
lives  a comprehensive  expression,  a better 
dav  would  dawn  upon  this  old!  world,  and 
new  and  wonderful  victories  wbuld  be  won 
in  holy  living  and  kingdom  enddavor. 

The  Doctrine  of  the  Indwelling  Christ. 

A eafeful  investigation  will  rejveal  that  be- 
hind the  familiar  words  of  the  text  there  lie 
tremendous,  but  wondrously  rich  exper- 
ienceti,  the  secrets  of  which  would  lead  us  all 
into  the  innermost  sanctuary  of  the  love  and 
gi*ace  and  power  of  God.  Survey  with  me 
the  field!  “I  have  been  cucifled  with 
Christ”  There  we  have  crucifixion.  “Nev- 
ertheless I live”  Tb.  re  we  hive  resurrec- 
tion. “Yet  not  l but  Christ  liveth  in  me.” 
Thore  we  have  indwelling.  * A: id  the  life 
which  I now  live  in  the  flesh  I live  by  the 
faith  of  the  Son  of  God.”  Ther  > we  have  ap 
propriation.  “Who  loved  me  aid  gave  Him- 
self for  me.”  There  we  hav*  inspiration. 
Such  is  the  Scriptural  faruwti  ad  in  whose 
overflowing  fields  and  orchards  it  is  our 
privilege  this  morning  for  a 1 ttle  while  to 

roam.  r . I 

The  Christian  life  springs  oul  of  death.  It 
would  be  almost  true  to  say  thal  all  life  does. 
At  any  rate,  the  Lor<J  enunciated  it  as  a prin- 
ciple which  underlies  the  wholj  order  of  na- 
ture “Except  a corn  of  wheat  fall  into  the 
ground  and  die,  it  abideth  alone,  but  if  it  die 
it  tnngeth  forth  much  fruit.”  “For  whoso- 
ever will  save  his  life  shall  lo»  it.  but  who- 
soever will  lose  his  life  for  my  taxe,  the  same 
shall  save  it.”  And  the  highest  illustration 
of  this  teaching  that  has  yet  bden  given. is  to 
be  found  in  Christ’s  own  death  on  the  rug- 
ged tree.  In  His  dying  certain  friends  of  His 
day  remarked  that  He  had  wisted  His  life. 
ItUt  these  friends  didn’t  know.} Other  friends 
after  twenty  centuries  stand  before  C alvary  s 
hill  and  testify  that  the  path  drbich  took  Je- 
« irist*hv  the  cxi>"s  brouglijt  Him  into  an 


experience,  in  which  for  Himself’  and  the 
world  He  found  His  largest  and  rfchest  life 
of  blessing  and  service.  Many  of  uj^  are  con- 
stantly asking  about  more  life.  JWhat  we 
should  be  asking  for  is  more  death. 

I believe  it  was  Paschal  who  said,  “It  is 
one  of  the  great  principles  of  Christianity 
that  everything  which  happened  to  Jesus 
Christ  should  come  to  pass  in  the  life  of 
every  Christian.”  The  one  great  thought 
which  filled  Paul’s  mind  was  the  jvofiderful 
fact  of  his  oneness  with  Christ.  Hi*  believed 
and  taught  that  every  disciple  ini  religious 
experience  entered  into  a spiritual  identity^ 
with  his  Lord  Consider  some  />f  his  ow/i 
words  in  which  he  sets  forth  his  identification 
with  Christ  in  crucifixion,  “I  have  been  cru- 
cified with  Chri  t.,ft  “Wherefore,  we  are 
dead  with  Christ  from  the  rudiments  of  the 
world.”  “And  they  that  are  Christ’s  have 
crucified  the  flesh  with  the  affections  and 
lusts.”  “Knowing  this,  that  ovr  old  man  i3. 
crucified  with  him,  that  the  body  oj  sin  might 
be  destroyed,  that  henceforth  we  fhould  not 
serve  sin.”  “But  Cod  forbid  thajt  I should 
glory,  save  in  the  cross  of  our  lj,ord  Je'.us 
Christ,  by  whom  the  world  is  crucified  unto 
me  and  I unto  the  world. 

Now.  just  what  did  the  ApostU-  mean  by 
crucifixion  as  set  forth  in  these  versus!  Ev- 
idently he  meant  at  least  two  things  that  on 
the  cross  Christ  died  for  sin,  ad"!  that  He 
died  unto  sin.  In  the  one  respeent  He  satis- 
fied the  demands  of  the  divine  law  in  its  in- 
sistence upon  the  death  penalty  i for  trans- 
gression; in  the  other  he  won  triumphant 
victories  in  his  conflict  with  sin  as  the  enemy 
of  souls  struggled  for  a foothold;  in  his  life. 
Thus  we  see^ Paul’s  identity  with  Christ  in 
his  Calvary  experience  consisted  in  this: 
That  through  faith  iu  the  crucified  Lord  he 
came  into  possession  of  the  benefits  of  the 
atonement;  and,  through  faith  in  the  cross 
he  also  reckoned  himself  as  deail  unto  sin. 
He  believed  that  in  the  sacrifice  made  on 
Calvary  Jesus  Christ  nailed  boi^h  his  sins 
and  his  sinful  uature  to  the  tree. 

But  the  pathway  to  the  cross  does  uot  ter- 
minate in  the  tomb.  It  goes  oil  and  up  to 
- the  hills  of  God.  In  Christ  Jesiis  the  death 
of  the  believer  to  sin  is  a death  to  life.  Cru- 
cifixion is  followed  always  by  resurrection. 
Paul  says  so,  “I  have  been  crucified  with 
Christ,  nevertheless  I live.”  “if  ye  then  be 
risen  with  Christ,  seek  those  things  which 
are  above,  where  Christ  sittoth  on  the  right 
hand  of  God.”  “And  you,  being  dead  in 
your  sins  and  the  uncircumcision  of  your 
flesh,  hath  he  quickened  together  with  him, 
having  forgiven  you  all  trespasses.  ” “ God. 

who  is  rich  in  mercy,  for  his  great  love 
wherewith  he  loved  us,  even  when  we  were 
dead  in  sips,  hath  quickened  us  together  with 
Christ ; and  hath  raised  us  up  together,  and 
made  us  sit  together  in  heavenly  places,  in 
Christ  Jesus.”  According  to  Ihe  thought 
in  these  Scriptures  the  resurrection  comes  af- 
ter, and  sheds  effulgent  glory  u|»ii  the  dark- 
ened tomb.  Once  we  are  enable#  to  account 
ourselves  dead  in  < whit  alglorions  do- 
th erame  at  once  awaits  us!  When  we  rec- 
ognize our  union  with  him,  both  iii  crucifixion 


and  resurrection,  our  tears  cease  to  flow,  and 
're  hasten  to  follow  onward,  singing  as  we 

go,  “Now  if  we  be  dead  with  him,  we  believe 
we  shall  also  live  with  him.” 

All  that  has  been  said  thus  far  in  the  dis- 
cussion, about  our  oneness  with  Christ  in  his 
relation  to  the  cross  and  the  empty  tomb,  has 
been  said  in  order  to  give  a proper  setting 
to  the  central  thought  of  the  text— viz:  the 
evident  teaching  of  the  abiding  Lord  in  the 
life  of  every  Christian  believer.  The  develop- 
ment of  this  thought  in  the  Scripture  under 
consideration  is  conspicuously  logical.  There 
in  in  a marked  progressive 

movement.  It  may  be  seen  easily  in  empha- 
sizing the  separate  clauses.  Notice  in  thp- 
first  the  association  with  Christ  in  death  to 
the  old  life,  “I  have  been  crucified  with 
Christ.”  Notice  in  the  second  the  identifica- 
tion with  Christ  in  birth  to  the  new  life, 
“Nevertheless,  I live.”  And  then  in  the 
third,  follow  the  Apostle  as  he  moves  on  to 
scale  the  summit.  “Yet  not  I,  but  Christ  liv- 
eth in  me.”  Finally  he  has  brought  us  up  to 
the  place  where  lie  can  tell  us  that  the  eternal 
sacrificial  victorious  Soil  of  God,  who  enters 
our  hearts  iu  the  holy  experience  of  regenera- 
tion has  come  in  not  to  tarry  for  a little 
while,  but  to  abide  with  us  forever. 

Ijoes  this  seem  to  be  strange  doetriue!  Is 
it  out  of  the  reach  of  our  conscious  religious 
experience  ! Has  it  no  place  in  our  evangeli- 
cal message!  is  it  hard  to  beecivet  But  it 
is  nevertheless  true.  1 would  like  to  say  it  in 
the  plainest,  simplest,  and  strongest  way 
that  I can  that  the  indwelling  of  Christ  in 
the  regenerate  heart  ought  to  be  accepted  as 
a plain  literal  fact..  The  New  Testament  so 
presents  it.  Nor  is/fhe  teaching  to  be  weak- 
ened down  into  the  notion  of  a so*t  of  par- 
ticipation in  his  divine  likeness.  It  is  not 
to  be  accepted  as  a mere  sympathy  with  the 
beauty  of  his  character.  It  is  not  to  be  tak- 
en as  au  appropriation  of  the  wealth  of  his 
priceless  instruction.  It  is  uot  even  going  so 
tar  as  to  \dopt  him  as  the  supreme  example 
in  life.  All  of  these  things  any  great  mau 
may  mean  to  admiring  men.  A dead  Plaio 
may  so  influence  his  followers,  but  that  is 
not  how  a living  Christ  would  influence  his 
disciples.  Through  our  relation  to  Christ  we 
may  possess  the  marvelous  riches  of  his 
teaching  in  philosophy  and  religion.  We  may 
claim  the  heavenly  treasures  of  his  unique 
example  in  lofty  living  and  unapproachable 
service.  Indeed,  as  children  of  Christ  we  do 
possess  them.  But  these  gifts  are  not  isolat- 
■ ed  possessions.  In  the  deepest  senBe  of  rela- 
tionship Ave  may  be  said  to  have  them  be- 
cause we  know  we  have  him. 

I am  confident  we  lose  immeasurably  by 
dwelling  almost  exclusively  upon  the  ele- 
mentary truths  of  pardon  for  the  past, 
strengt^-for  the  present,  and  the  imitation 
of  Jesus  for  all  time  to  come.  Perhaps  it 
will  never  be  ours  to  understand  the  value 
of  the  work  he  hus  already  done  for  us.  Nei- 
ther can  we  know  in  the  highest  flights  of 
our  imaginations  the  worth  of  his  service  for 
us  in  the  ages  to  come.  But  of  this  I am  sure : 
We  can  more  nearly  approximate  an  ad-

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THE  FATAL  QUESTION  MARK. 

It  is  hardly  possible  to  find  more  instruc- 
tive and  suggestive  reading  even  in  the  Bi- 
ble than  in  the  first  few  chaptvrs  of  Genesis. 

It  is  a key  to  the  interpretatic  n of  the  mys- 
teries of  nature  and  of  the  stoiehouse  of  the- 
ology. Not  a line  of  it  but  is  deeply  sig- 
nificant and  important.  Not  the  least  in- 
structive is  the  method  by  which  Satan  in- 
sinuates the  poison  of  sin  and  allows  il  to 
work  its  way  in  the  blood  of  our  first  par- 
ents It  is  done  with  a questk  n mark,  “ Has 
God  said!”  An  interrogation  point  will  al- 
ways seeure  attention.  It  flatters  our  pride 
of  knowledge;  it  quickens  onr  intellectual 
activity , it  puts  us  in  the  advantageous  po- 
sition of  giving  information  to  an  inquirer. 
Preachers  and  teachers  and  Iwriters  would 
do  well  to  make  use  of  the  interrogation 
point. 

But  this  use  must  be  discriminating  or  it 
may  be  fatal.  The  “open  mini”  is  a phrase 
to  charm  with  in  some  qaurters,  bnt  if  it 
means  that  we  belong  to  tha  “know  noth- 
ings,” that  we  are  agnostics,  hat  nothing  is 
certain  or  settled,  then  it  be^ames  the  fore- 
runner of  dissolution.  There  f re  some  things 
which  to  question  is  to  destrty.  To  raise  a 
question  os  to  the  parity  of  a woman  or  the 
honor  of  a man  is  to  ostracise  them  from  so- 
ciety or  business.  This  is  n<  t infrequently 
the  most  effective  weapon  >f  a gossip  or 
scoundrel. 

This  is  the  way  Satan  west  to  work  to 
destroy  man  and  dishonor  Gcd.  Notice  the 
particular  question  he  chos<  to  introduce 
the  temptation,  “Hath  God  said.  Ye  shall 
not  eat  of  any  tree  of  the  garden  ! ” It 
could  not  have  been  more  subtly  chosen  or 
expressed.  It  was  purposed  land  framed  to 
destroy  faith.  To  questimi  i i to  disbelieve. 
To  admit  a question  is  to  admit  doubt.  Not 
to  believe  God  is  to  be  damned.  To  doubt 
Him  is  to  part  company  wi  h Him.  to  de- 
stroy fellowship  with  Him.  You  could  hard- 
ly expect  to  keep  on  friendly  terms  with  a 
man  whose  word  yon  had  bi  ought  in  ques- 
tion. When  Zachariah  asked  proof  from  the 
angel  who  foretold  the  birth  of  John  thfe 
Baptist,  the  response  came  vith  quiet  dig- 
nity “I  am  Gabriel  that  stand  in  the  pres- 
ence of  Hod.”  Even  Zachariah ’s  hesitation 
to  believe  him  was  visited  w ith  the  reproof 
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of  dumbness.  Not  to  believe  what  God  says, 
or  to  leave  a question  mark  aft^r  what  He 
says  is  a.  fatal  step  into  sin  which  opens  the 
floodgates  of  ruin.  f 

But  it  is  a more  insidious  and  (insinuating 
question  than  to  doubt  or  deny  (Sod’s  truth- 
fulness. There  are  many  who  dnye  not  deny 
that  what  God  says  is  true;  they  po  not  deny 
His  wisdom  or  His  goodness;  nul  they  in- 
troduce the  interrogation  mark  somewhat 
differently.  They  question  whether  it  was 
really  He  thatrsaid  it.  In  the  c^id  it  means 
the  same  thing  and  has  the  samjp  result.  It 
would  n.ot  be  popular  to  come  dmt  squarely 
and  deny  the  truth  of  what  tha  Bible  says, 
but  some  seek  to  avoid  prejudice  and  main- 
tain respectable  standing  by  simply  denying 
or  questioning  the  fact  that  thejBible  is  the 
Word  of  God,  is  really  II is  message  to  man. 
They  put  a question  mark  after)! the  inspira- 
tion of  the  Scripture.  Maybe  they  do  not 
deny  it,  but  it  is  an  open  question.  The  re- 
sult is  inevitable  in  the  destruction  of  spir- 
itual life  and  power.  Paul  speaks  o'f  his  con- 
verts as  receiving  the  message  :“not  as  the 
word  of  man  but  as  it  is  the  word  of  God.” 
A man  is  never  saved  by  believing  the  word 
of  the  preacher,  however  true  itjmay  be.  hut 
by  believing  the  word  of  Goal  There  is 
power  in  our  lives  and  our  ministry  only  as 
there  is  unquestioning- conviction  as  to  the 
Bible  as  the  word  of  God  kud  absolute 
faith  in  its  ability  to  accomplish  His  will. 
‘‘As  the  rain  eometh  down  aipd  the  snow 
from  Heaven  and  returneth  noa  thither,  but 
watereth  the  earth  and  causeta  it  to  bring 
forth  and  bud,  and  giveth  seedjto  the  sower 
and  bread  to  the  eater;  so  shall! my  word  be 
that  goeth  forth  out  of  my  mouth ; it  shall 
not  return  unto  me  void,  but  itj  shall  accom- 
plish that  which  I please  and  it  ^hall  prosper 
in  the  thing  whereto  I sent  itj  The  effec- 
tiveness of  one’s  ministry  is  dependent  on 
the  accent  of  conviction.  Paul  asks  others 
to  pray  for  him  that  utterance  may  be  given 
him  in  making  known  the  mystery  of  the  gos- 
pel, that  he  may  proclaim  it  with  boldness, 
with  the  clear  assurance  of  Its  truth  and 
power. 


THE  BIBLE,  THE  PAPER  AND  THE 
PUBLICATION  COMMISSION. 

There  is  room  for  a variety  Ipf  opinion  as 
to  what  kind  of  articles,  as  t(>  length  and 
character  should  go  to  make  up  the  bulk  of 
a religious  newspaper.  Probably  all  tastes 
should  be  consulted  and  ministered  to.  as 
.nearly  as  practicable  in  the  limits  of  space 
allowed  and  the  proprieties  of  religious  jour- 
nalism. To  one  who  studies  tine  Bible  and 
the  religious  paper  there  are  many  sugges- 
tive things  in  the  Book.  Indjeed  one  may 
find  in  the  Scriptures  ideals  which  may  be 
worked  out  in  every  department  and  calling 

in  life.  3 , ff 

| 

Broadly  speaking,  there  are*  at  least  two 
methods  of  writing  employed  jfn  the  Bible ; 
one  is  the  doctrinal,  strictly  peaking,  and 
the  other  is  the  historical.  These  two  things 
• may  be  distinguished  in  our  mSnds,  but  it  is 
very  hard  to  separate  them  ip  actual  fact 
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and  not  infrequently  they  are  spoken  of  as 
the  same.  This  is  as  it  ought  to  be,  and  in 
the  Bible  the  average  reader  is  hardly  con- 
scious of  passing  out  of  one  into  the  other. 
The  truth  in  the  Scripture  sense  is  not  sim- 
ply an  abstract  thing  to  be  taught.  Jesus 
speaks  of  “doing  the  truth.”  It  is  a thing 
to  be  incarnated  into  conduct  and  practice. 

Now  the  truth  is  revealed  and  results  of 
it  secured  by  .not  only  proclaiming  it  ab- 
stractly, bu)  by  exhibiting  it  in  life  and  re- 
porting ir  in  writing.  Job  is  an  example  of 
truth  dramatized,  being  a dramatic  report 
of  what  happened  to  one  of  the  best  of  God’s 
servants.  The  fundamental  truth  of  the  gos- 
pel, salvation  to  all  men  on  the  same  condi- 
tions was  preserved  to  the  world  largely  by 
Paul  and  Silas  rehearsing  at  Jerusalem  to 
the  council  all  that  God  had  done  through 
them  among  the  Gentiles.  The  four  gospels 
themselves  are  according  to  Luke  an  account 
of  all  that  Jesus  began  to  do  and  to  teach. 
Both  are  included.  When  Paul  writes  his 
first  letter  to  the  Thesalonians  he  makes  it 
plain  that  the  “word  of  the  Lord”  includes- 
the  account  of  the  success  which  the  gospel 
had  met,  the  glorious  results  that  attended 
the  ministry  of  the  gospel.  Read  what  he 
says  (Thess.  1 :8fl  “From  you  hath  sounded 
forth  the  word  of  the  Lord  in  every  place 
• • • for  they  themselves  report  concern- 
ing ns  what  manner  of  entering  in  we  had 
unto  you ; and  hoij-  ye  turned  unto  God  from 
idols  to  serve  a living  and  true  God.”  The 
results  of  Paul’s  preaching  had  gone  forth 
as  the  word  of  the  Lord ; and  as  in  every  case 
had  provoked  others  to  faith  and  greater 
activity  in  service.  Every  preacher  knows 
that  the  most  effective  way  to  bring  imme- 
diate and  practical  results  is  to  tip  the  point 
of  his  lance  of  truth  with  an  example  of  the 
truth  in  real  life.  Concrete  instances  do  the 
work  that  abstract  teaching  alone  can  never 
accomplish.  Indeed  many  people  \vill  fail 
to  grasp  the  meaning  of  the  truth  until  it  is 
embodied  in  concrete  illustration. 

These  two  things  go  together  to  make  the 
Bible  and  to  make  a newspaper.  We  must 
have  doctrinal  statement  and  we  must  know 
what  is  being  done.  Reports  of  work  from 
individuals,  churches,  schools,  boards,  hos- 
pitals, orphanages  form  part  of  the  needed 
menu  of- a paper.  Clear,  strong  doctrinal 
statements  of  truth  are  necessary  in  all  our 
work.  Let  us  have  both.  We  solicit  both 
from  our  brethren. 

The  new  Commission  on  Publications  ap- 
pointed by  the  last  convention  has  been 
faithfully  at  work  on  the  question  of  pro- 
viding a balanced  diet  for  the  readers  of 
The  Record  and  with  good  results.  They 
are  men  of  common  sense,  consecration  and 
vision.  Their  plans  will  be  fully  announced 
later.  They  are  going  to  ask  for  the  full 
co-operation  of  Baptists  all  over  Mississippi.

LOUISIANA  BAPTIST  CONVENTION. 

S.  A.  Snjith. 

The  place  of  meeting  was  DeRidder,  a 
town  of  about  5,000  people  on  the  K.  C.  S.' 
R.  R..  135  miles  south  ot  Shreveport.  The 
attendance  was  large  and  representative. 
Leading  business  men  of  the  State,  as  well 
as  ministers  and  good  women,  were  there. 
Pastor  C.  P.  Roney,  aide<  by  the  progressive 
people  of  the  town,  male  everybody  com 
fortable  and  happy.  The  ministers’  and 
deacons’  institute  had'  l,  most  helpful  day 
in  discussing  “Fellowship”  in  all  its  phases 
and  meanings,  in  practically  all  its  bearings 
on  the  disciples  of  Christ.  It  wras  a fitting 
preparation  for  the  meeting  that  followed. 
President  C.  Cottinghami.  of  Louisiana  Col- 
lege, was  elected  president  for  the  third 
time,  though  the  by-laws  of  the  convention 
had  to  be  set  aside  to  do  it.  He  enjoys  in  a 
marked  degree  the  love  and  confidence  of  the 
Baptists  of  the  State.  The  all  important  and 
yet  troublesome  question  of  Christian  educa- 
tion came  at  once  to  the  front.  . There  is 
debt,  yet  there  is  an  increase  of  property  and 
a healthy  increase  of  regular  systematic 
contributions  to  defray  the  deficit  in  the 
running  expenses  of  Louisiana  College.  It 
was  determined  to  kecrf  at  it  until  a con- 
science on  Christian  edu<»tion  is  created  and 
regular  church  contributions  for  education 
meet  all  the  needs  for  carrying  on  the  work 
of  the  college. 

From  the  opening  of  the  convention  inter- 
est centered  in  the  stand  to  be  taken  by  the 
conveutioli  on  the  liquos  traffic.  The  State 
Anti-Saloon  league  has  endorsed  a candi- 
date for  governor  and  declared  for  a vote  on 
State- wide  constitutional  prohibition  as  soon 
as  possible.

THE  OUTLIVING  OF  THE  INLIVING 
CHRIST. 

(Continued  from  page  2) 
equate  feeling  of  gratitude  for  all  that  he  has 
accomplished  yesterday,  for  all  that  he  is  do- 
ing today,  and  for  all  that  has  promised  to 
achieve  tomorrow,  if  we  will  but  recognize 
the  fact  of  his  abiding  presence  in  our  lives 
day  by  day.  We  need  an  overwhelming 
sense  of  the  divine  indwelling.  We  need  it 
to  deliver  us  from  the  snare  of  self-conscious- 
ness; wc  need  it  to  free  us  from  the  fasci- 
nation of  evil ; we  need  it  to  deliver  us  from 
the  thrall  of  discouragement  and  sorrow;  we 
need  it  to  strengthen  us  in  our  battles  on 
the  fields  of  temptation,  and  we  need  it  to 
enlarge  our  vision  of  the  world’s  need,  and 
to  give  us  victories  with  a big  margin  in 
every  realm  of  universal  endeavor. 

. Do  I hear  someone  ask,  just  in  what  man- 
ner -does  the  Lord  Christ  enter  into  and 
abide  in  the  hearts  of  his  own?  Already  the 
question  has  been  answered  in  the  Book  of 
Authority.  It  is  said  to  be  by  the  Holy 
Spirit.  True,  at  the  present  time,  the  living 
Savior  is  represented  as  being  at  the  right 
hand  of  the  Father  on  high;  but  he  is  said 
also  to  be  tabernacled  here  and  now  in  the 
lives  of  his  children  through  the  third  per- 
son of  the  Trinity.  But  let  Paul  speak  in 
his  letter  to  the  Ephesians, ’“For  this  cause 
I bow  my  knees  unto  the  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  of  whom  the  whole  family  in 
heaven  and  earth  is  named  that  he  would 
grant  you  .according  to  the  riches  of  his 
glory,  to  be  strengthened  with  might  in  the 
inner  man.”  In  some  such  way  as  the  sun 
in  the  distant  heavens  sparkles  in  the  eye  of . 
the  child  and  gliatens  in  the  body  of  the  dew- 
drop,  by  means  of  the  far-traveled  beam  of 
light,  so  the  exalted  Son  of  God  by  means  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  finds-his  way  down  from  the 
home  above,  and  lingers  w’ith  radiant  glory 
in  the  lives  of  his  pilgrim  followers  who 
compose  his  mystical  body  on  the  earth. 

Perhaps  just  a word  should  be  said  at  this 
time  about  our  appropriation  of  Christ  in 
the  different  relations  of  our  identification 
with  him  How  is  it  we  become  one  with 
him  in  the  three-fold  experience  of  cruci- 
fixion, resurrection,  and  indwelling?  A sin- 
gle clause  in  the  text  throws  light  on  the 
question,  “And  the  life  which  I now  live  in 
the  flesh,  I live  by  the  faith  of  the  Son  of 
God.”  It  is  a by-faith  appropriation. 

And  the  act  of  appropriation  is  easy  when 
once  we  are  sure  we  want  him  in  our  lives. 
We  have  but  to  reach  up  and  touch  him  with 
the  finger  of  faith,  and  immediately  he  comes 
from  above  floating  dowm  like  a sunbeam, 
and  alights  in  our  lonely  hearts  there  to 
cleanse  and  to  purify,  and  to  inspire  through 
all  our  earthly  days. 

The  Outliving  of  the  Christ  Within. 

The  Apostle  makes  luminous  the  glorious 
fact  of  the  indwelling  Christ.  The  condi- 
tions upon  which  he  enters  the  human  heart 
are  unmistakably  presented;  spiritual  cru- 
cifixion and  resurrection.  And  the  appro- 
priation is  said  to  be  by  faith.  What  a mar- 
velously rich  heritage  is  this  present  bless- 
ing which  can  be  claimed  by  every  child  of 
God! 
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But  this  holy  experienefe  is  not  ours  to  be 
held  in  trust.  It  is  not  a doctrine  about 
which  we  arc  simply  to  theorize.  It  is  not  a 
mere  feeling  of  spiritual  ecstacy  in  which  we 
are  to  revel.  It  is  not  a power  to  be  throt- 
tled in  the  face  of  a struggling  and  helpless 
humanity.  It  is  none  of  these  things. _ In 
the  ministry  of  Paul  the  experience  was  his 
opportunity  for  the  utilization  of  his  life  to 
the  very  utmost,  in  all  his  physical  and  men- 
tal and  spiritual  powers.  It  was  an  indwell- 
ing that,  meant  an  outgoing.  It  was  an  in- 
filling that  meant  an  outpouring.  It  was  an 
abiding  that  meant  a departing.  Tt  was  an 
inliving  that  meant  an  outliving.  “And^he 
life  which  I live  in  the  flesh  I live  by  the 
faith  of  the  Son  of  God.  ’ ’ It  was  a lived  life ! 

In  the  remaining  part  of  the  discuasion  1 
desire  simply  to  apply  the  doctrine  of  the 
indwelling  Christ  to  a few  present  day  con- 
ditions. Application  will  be  made  in  only 
two  directions — the  home  and  the  church. 

Suppose  Jesus  Christ  should  be  completely 
unveiled  in  the  homes  of  all  Ills  children! 
Suppose  He  should  inspire  their  loves,  direct 
their  conversations,  sanctify  their  fellow- 
ships, reveal  the  secrets  of  childhood  magni- 
fy the  regard  for  parental  authority,  and 
bind  together  parents  and  children  with 
spiritual  ties  which  could  never  be  broken! 
Just  suppose  that  He  should!  ' 

Christian  friends,  the  supreme  need  of  the 
home  of  todav  as  I see  if  is  the  immediate 
unveiling  of  the  living  Christ  in  all  the  sa- 
cred domestic  relations.  Too  long  He  has 
been  veiled  by  too  many  fn  this  divine  in- 
stitution. 

Fathers!  Mothers!  Hear  me  today!  Un- 
veil Jesus  Christ  in  the  home!  Lift  Him  up 
high!  Let  the  children  behold  Him!  To  do 
this  will  give  your  sons  and  daughters  a 
help,  which  will  be  worth  more  to  them  af- 
ter while  than  all  your  fctocks  and  houses 
and  lands.  It  . will  be  to  them  your  most 
priceless  parental  legacy.  And  long  years 
after  you  are  gone  they  will  rise  up  and  call 
you  blessed..  They  will  hunger  in  their 
hearts  for  your  holy  presence,  and  that  heav- 
enly longing  will  never  be  satisfied  until 
they  greet  you  face  to  face  around  the 
throne  of  God.  | 

What  shall  be  said  about  the  unveiling  of 
Christ  in  our  church  life?  Is  there  any  need 
for  lifting  Him  up  there?) 

Periodic  spurts  in  mechanical  revival  ef- 
forts have  not  deepened  the  spiritual  life  of 
our  churches.  The  launching  and  carrying 
forward  of  multitudinous  religions  move- 
ments have  not  solved  our  mission  prob- 
lems. The  introduction  into  church  work  of 
modern  social  methods  ha$  not  brought  the 
unchurched  masses  under  the  sway  of  gos- 
pel. The  rapid  multiplication  of  oureccles- 
iastieal  machinery  has  carried  us  nowhere. 
And^to  the  astonishment  of  some  of  our  or- 
thodox brethren,  not  even  the  annual  change 
of  pastors,  has  furnished  the  desired  panacea 
for  our  religious  ills.  Two  little  words  can 
be  written  under  the  whole  program — gen- 
eral failure!  What  remains  to  be  done? 
Only  one  thing.  The  Apostle  Paul  furnishes 
the  key.  It  is  found  in  the  language  of  the 
text.  Lift  aloft  Jesus  Christ  in  all  the 


churches!  Make  Him  the  imperial  leader  of 
Jehovah’s  ransomed  hosts!  Let  Him  make 
the  plans,  give  the  directions  and  furnish 
the  inspiration,  and  then  victory  will  be 
ouVs! 

Thank  God ! There  will  be  the  dawning  of 
a better  day.  We  may  not  know  just  when 
that  time  6hall  come.  It  ma^r  be  upon  us 
soon.  It  may  come  our  way  When  we  shall 
have  awakened  from  the  awful  stupor  into 
which  we  have  recently  passed  through  the 
baneful  influences  of  luxury  and  War.  But 
whether  it  visits  us  early  or  late,  we  are  cer- 
tain as  to  what  some  of  the  results  wall  be. 
Pastors  will  preach  a crucified  gospel  and 
shepherd  the  flocks  of  God.  Evangelists 
will  cease  their  working  the  people  and  go  to 
work  for  the  salvation  of  souls.  Christian 
teachers  will  forget  their  theorizings  and  l 
get  busy  with  something  that  ia  practical. 
Church  members  Vill  clean  up  their  lives 
and  then  go  ou£*  to  help  clean  up  the  world. 
Baptist  churches  will  rise  up  and  gird  them- 
selvps  with  mighty  strength.  And  money 
will  flow  in  beautiful  streams  of  silver  and 
gold  to  supply  all  the  kingdom  needs  at 
home?  and  abroad. 

Brethrlen!  Lift  up  your  eyes  and  behold 
the  whitened  fields!  I yet  your  vision  linger 
for  a moment  upon  the  seething,  struggling 
millions  pf  humankind.  They  are  looking  at 
us.  Thejr  are  expecting  to  see  in  us  the  im- 
age of  tl^e  one  who  died  for  men.  They  are 
repeating  the  ane.ent  query  of  the  Greeks, 
“Sir,  we  would  see  Jesus.”  And  we  ought 
to  gratify  their  need.  I am  satisfied  our  su- 
preme dflty  in  the  present  hour  is  to  give  to 
•this  old  world  an  unobscured  vision  of  the 
full-orbejj  Christ!  But  that  vision  it  will 
never  epjoy  until  he  is  lifted  high  and  can^J 
ried  to  the  lives  of  the  redeemed  childr-  >S| 
of  men !

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In  reading’the  pages  of  The  Record 
1 notice  In  the  October  14th  number 
an  article  by  Brother  Wesson  on  the 
country  churches.  First,  he  says  we 
must  confess  some  things  — one  Is 
that  the  country  churches  are  the 
feeders  and  supporters  of  the  town 
and  city  churches,  which  thing  I 
know  to  be  true,  for  lam  country 
bred  and  born. 

Some  thirteen  years  ago,  when  the 
railroad  came  through  this  country, 
it  came  near  ruining  some  of  our 
best  country  churches.  A great  many 
of  our  most  substantial  members, 
spiritual  and  financial,  left  country 
and  went  to  the  towns  and  organized 
churches.  The  State  Board  helped 
them  to  build  fine  houses,  while  the 
old  country  houses  (a  great  many  of 
them)  are  almost  past  use.  ThP 
board  helped  pay  the  town  pastors’ 
salaries,  which  thing  never  happened 
to  the  country  church.  This  I know 
to  be  one  of  the  greatest  stumbling 
blocks  for  the  country  church;  that 
is  one  reason  they  say  that  I do  not 
j>ay  missions.  We  notice  be  says  that 
in  our  mission  work  we  spend  ten 
times  as  much  on  the  towns  and 
cities  as  we  do  in  the  country.  This, 
they  say,  is  another  reason  why  I do 
not  pay  missions.  They  spend  it  all 
on  the  ‘‘big  bug",  who  is  able  to  pay 
his  own  expenses.  If  he  would.  Such 
Is  the  way  they  talk  to  me.  I have' 
preached  once  a month  this  year  at 
a school  house  off  in  a backwoods 
corner  where  twelve  months  ago  (he 
people  knew  nothing  about  any  kind 
of  services;  now  they  have  a weekly 
prayer  meeting  and  Sunday  School 
and  about  twenty  of  them  were  saved 
If  they  could  have  a good  evangelis- 
tic preacher  to  spend  a few  days  with 
them  there  Is  no  telling  what  the  re- 
sults would  be,  but  he  must  go  to  the 
towns  and  cities.  If  there  ever  was 
a Home  Board  evangelist  through 
this  country  I did  not  see  him.  He 
speaks  of  the  denominational  paper 
— all  of  the  space  is  given  to  the  city 
and  town  pastors  and  churches,  and 
says  it  ought  not  so  to  be.  I wrote 
an  account  of  a meeting  held  in  the 
plney  woods,  some  three  years  ago. 
and  It  was  not  published  for  some 
time.  The  souls  of  ragged  barefoot 
boys  In  the  back  woods,  saved 
through  the  influence  of  a corn  field 
preacher,  is  as  noteworthy  as  the 
ones  In  the  city  saved  through  the 
Influence  of  ‘‘Billy"  Sunday  or  any 
other  evangelist.
